Allowable Subject Matter 

1 . Claims 9-1 5, 1 8, and 1 9 are allowed. The prior art does not make obvious 
determining the position of an object using the differential Doppler frequency Afd as 
defined by the following relation: 

Afd = AFr - AF, 

where AF is the difference between transmitted frequencies F2 and Fi, and AFr is the 
difference between the received frequencies Fr2 and Fri.
